The minutes of the December 17, 1964 meeting of the Commit¬ 
tee on Works of Art and the Art School, as well as the quarterly reports 
of the Curator, Registrar and Art School, were approved and ordered 
placed on file.

The Chair and Director reported on the present status-of the 
Deed of Gift of Mrs. Edith Gregor Halpert and Tha Downtown Gallery. 

The most recent development reported wes the conversation held on Sat¬ 
urday, January 23, between the Assistant Director and Mrs. Halpert by 
telephone. Mrs. Halpert stated in this conversation that tha only 
thing holding up her agreement to the proposed Deed of Gift was the 
receipt by her of a newly drawn floop plan by a professional archi¬ 
tect which would show the dimensions of the various gallaries involved, 
the walls which could be taken out to provide larger and more flexible 
galleries /md the ceiling heights of the area. The Board approved the 
preparation of a new floor plan. The Director stated that it was pre¬ 
cisely for this purpose that Tha Associates had raised funds through 
the ART :USA benefit, and that the President of that organization had 
approved of The Associates assuming this expense.. The Director is to 
consult the President of the Gallery upon receipt of Mrs. Halpert's 
letter as to the steps to be taken to satisfy her requirements. 

Mr. Glover proposed that a luncheon be held following the 
next meeting of the Board to which members of Tha Council would be in¬ 
vited.'. At this luncheon it was proposed that the members of The Coun¬ 
cil be asked to contribute towards the cost of establishing The Gal¬ 
lery of Twentieth Century American Art. Mr. Glover’s suggestion was 
unanimously approved and the Chair appointed him a committee of one to 
take the project in hand. 

The Chair reported on the status of the Anna E. Clark be¬ 
quest of the violins and stated that he and tha Director had seen Mr.

DIFFERENT IN CHARACTER AND FUNCTION.

THIS IS AS IT SHOULD BE, - -FOR MUSEUMS ARE PLAYING A FAR 

MORE ACTIVE EDUCATIONAL ROLE TODAY THAN IN THE POPULAR 

19TH-CENTURY CONCEPTION: AS FINE PLACES TO TAKE CHILDREN 

ON A WEEKEND AFTERNOON. 

FULFILLING OUR PROPER FUNCTION AS A WELL-ROUNDED 

EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION, AND MEETING THE INCREASING DEMANDS 

BROUGHT ABOUT BY THE EXPANDING INTEREST IN ART AND BY THE 

GROWTH IN POPULATION IN THE AREA IMPOSES OBLIGATIONS WHICH

FOR SALARIES IN 1965, WE WILL EXPEND $315, 000 FOR 

APPROXIMATELY THE SAME NUMBER OF EMPLOYEES. 

FOR EXHIBITIONS IN 1955, WE EXPENDED $12,300. 

FOR EXHIBITIONS IN 1965, WE WILL EXPEND $36,000. 

THIS INDICATES IN A GENERAL WAY NOT ONLY THE EFFECT 

OF INFLATION, BUT ALSO THE WAY IN WHICH WE HAVE RESPONDED 
TO THE DEMANDS FOR MORE AND BETTER SERVICES TO THE COMMUNITY. 
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AS WE ALL KNOW, WASHINGTON'S POPULATION IS STEADILY 


INCREASING, - -AND AS IT CONTINUES TO INCREASE, THE NEED FOR OUR 
SERVICES INCREASES IN PROPORTION.

A DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION, WITH A STAFF OF 30 TRAINED VOLUNTEER 
DOCENTS. AS OF JUNE, WITH A GIFT OF $12,000 FROM THE WOMEN'S 
COMMITTEE, THIS WILL BE CONDUCTED BY A PROFESSIONAL EDUCATOR 
WHO WILL EXPAND UPON THE BASIS ALREADY IN OPERATION. 
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IN 1965, 280 SCHOOL CLASSES HAVE VISITED THE GALLERY, AND 


SOME 8, 000 CHILDREN HAVE BENEFITTED FROM THE CAREFULLY 

WORKED-OUT TOURS. 

WE HAVE ALSO IN THE LAST FEW YEARS MADE MANY IMPROVEMENTS 

IN THE ART SCHOOL. 

WE NOW HAVE_750 ADULT STUDENTS, AND 500 CHILDREN ON SATURDAY 
MORNING. THE FACULTY HAS ALSO BEEN EXPANDED, SO THAT-WITH 

SATURDAY INSTRUCTORS INCLUDED---IT NUMBERS 46. NEW COURSES 
HAVE BEEN ADDED, AND WE ARE WELL ALONG TOWARD THE REALIZATION 

OF A FOUR-YEAR CURRICULUM. 

THROUGH GRANTS FROM LOCAL FOUNDATIONS, WE HAVE NOW 

PERHAPS THE BEST EQUIPPED AND STAFFED CERAMICS DEPARTMENT ON 

THE EAST COAST. 
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NEXT FALL, THROUGH A GRANT FROM MRS. JEFFERSON PATTERSON, 

WE WILL BE ABLE TO OFFER COURSES IN PHOTOGRAPHY AS AN ESSENTIAL 

PART OF OUR CURRICULUM IN ADVERTISING DESIGN. 

SIMILARLY, WE ARE ADDING A COURSE IN METAL SCULPTURE THROUGH 

A GRANT FROM THE EUGENE AND AGNES E. MEYER FOUNDATION. 

THESE ARE SOME OF THE WAYS IN WHICH THE TRUSTEES HAVE 

RESPONDED TO THE NEEDS, BUT FACULTY SALARIES NEED TO BE INCREASED, 

AND THE PHYSICAL PLANT OF THE SCHOOL MODERNIZED. 

WITHOUT A FEDERAL SUBSIDY, AND WITHOUT THE FINANCIAL 

SUPPORT OF AN ALUMNI BODY, WHICH IS THE LIFE PRESERVER OF MOST 
COLLEGES, WE MUST DERIVE OUR SUPPORT FROM THE RELATIVELY SMALL 
NUMBER OF PERSONS WHO, DEVOTED TO ART, RECOGNIZE THE IMPORTANCE 

OF THE ROLE OF OUR MUSEUM IN THE COMMUNITY. 
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THE TIME HAS COME WHEN THE CORCORAN, IF IT IS TO CONTINUE

STAFF. THE QUALITY OF ITS SERVICES ARE DIRECTLY DEPENDENT ON 

THE QUALITY OF THE INTELLECT CONDUCTING ITS ACTIVITIES. CONSIDER 

THE FACT THAT WE OPERATE WITH ONE CURATOR FOR THE ENTIRE 

COLLECTION. THE METROPOLITAN HAS A CURATORIAL STAFF OF OVER 

100 PERSONS.

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COMMITTEE ON WORKS OF ART AND THE ART SCHOOL 


£ 


April 5th, 1965 


The meeting of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art 
School was held at the Gallery at 10:30 o’clock. The meeting was 
called to order by Mr. Finley, the other members present being 
Messrs. Hamilton, Glover and Gray. The Secretary and Assistant 
Secretary were also present. Alexander Russo, the Chairman of 
the Faculty, and Mr. Parulski, the Assistant Treasurer, joined 
the meeting at 11:45 o’clock. 

The Secretary reported that the sum of $8,500 was avail¬ 
able for the purchase of works of art. 

The Secretary showed a photograph of the Portrait of Mrs. 
Thomas Lynch , by Jeremiah Theus, offered at $30,000 by M. Knoedler 
& Co. He stated that it was qualitatively superior to our present 
example of this artist’s work, and that its acquisition would there¬ 
fore upgrade the collection. He pointed out that the cash differ¬ 
ential to make the acquisition, if the painting we now have were 
exchanged, would amount to approximately $20,000, and that he ques¬ 
tioned the advisability of negotiating on this basis, but that it 
was something that he believed should nonetheless be brought to the 
attention of the Committee. Your Committee decided not to explore 
the matter further. 

The offer of the unrestricted gift of the painting, Stag 
i n the Adirondacks , by Thomas Hewes Hinckley, offered by Captain 
Robert M. Hinckley, was accepted with appreciation. 

The Secretary reported that as a result of a telephone call 
on April 2nd from Mrs. Halpert, he was to meet with her in New York 
during the course of the following week. He stated that he hoped 
that this interview would result in a communication from Mrs. Hal- 
pert's attorney to Mr. Hamilton, clarifying Mrs. Halpert’s position 
with respect to the draft of the Deed of Gift, which has been under 
consideration by Mrs. Halpert since the fall. 

The Secretary reported on the meetings which had been held 
with respect to the consideration of making a long-term loan of 
the Near Eastern textiles and rugs in the W.A. Clark Collection 
to The Textile Museum of Washington, D.C. He stated that he had 
discussed the matter in principle with the Director, Mr. Sawyer, 
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faculty. He called the attention of the Committee especially to the 
case of Mr. Chieffo, and recommended that his salary for the next 
academic year be restored to the figure of $5,500. This recommenda¬ 
tion was accepted. However, inasmuch as all the other salaries and 
grades, as prepared by the Administration of the School, had been ap¬ 
proved at the meeting held on February 23rd, 1965, your Committee 
felt that it was out of order to reconsider them at this time. 

Your Committee recommends to the Board that a special ap¬ 
propriation of $1,200 be authorized to provide honoraria for special 
visiting artist-lecturers during the academic year. 

There being no further business, the meeting adjourned 
at 1:15 o'clock.

Paul Bartlett, Beach Scene (64.37.17) - cleaning and experiments 
to reduce warp in panel support as a basis for the restora¬ 
tion of the group of 20 oil sketches recently presented to 
the Gallery. 

In addition, Mr. Quandt has worked on the paintings in the 29th Biennial 
Exhibition which were damaged by vandalism, listed elsewhere 
in this report.

The Beauvais tapestry, Zephyr leading Psyche into the Palace of Love (26.259) 
lent to the Palais du Louvre in 1964 was damaged in return transit 
(Curator's Report, Dec. 31, 196 H, p. 2). This damage was repaired 
by Neshan G. Hintlian, Washington, D.C., at a cost of $75. which 
should be collected from our insurance agent. 

The restoration of the Jean Mari De Deban harpsichord in the Clark 

Collection, assigned to Jay Scott Odell (harpsichord restoration 
consultant to The Smithsonian Institution) in the spring of 1964 
has proceded most satisfactorily.

The Committee on the Building & Grounds begs to submit the foI lowing 
report for the period of January I through March 31, 1965, 

During this quarter the electrical renovations contracted by Harrison 
Associates have been progressing very well. By March 31, all work on this 
project wiI I be completed during the second quarter of this year. 

The major exhibition during this quarter was the 29th Biennial of 
Contemporary American Painting, which opened on February 26, Thirty-one 
new 8 X 10' panels were built for this exhibition and the entire temporary 
exhibition galleries were repainted. Two exhibitions in the Washington 
Artists' Series were installed in gallery 41, The collection of Mr & Mrs 
David Lloyd Kreeger was installed in gallery 43 and opened to the public 
on February 19, 

Prints from the permanent col lection were framed and glassed for our 
print col lection and fifteen Chi Ide Hassam prints were re-matted and framed 
for the coming retrospective exhibition. 

During February, Faulkner, Kingsbury and Stenhouse Architects, made a 
survey of the basement area to obtain certain dimensions needed for the 
material presented to Mrs. Edith Gregor Halpert, Also during February, an 
engineer from PEPCO made a complete survey of the buiIding for future 
air-conditioning. The PEPCO report has been filed with the President and 
the Chairman of this Committee and is attached to this report. 

Building surveys were made by the staff to re-locate the welding, sculpture 
and photography classes. 

A new mat room and sign label storage area was created from a room in 
the former basement apartment. This room is immediately adjacent to the 
carpentry shop, 

A new E Street service entrance door was constructed during this quarter 
and a general reorganization of the frame storage area was started. 

In addition to the above, the maintenance staff performed the normal 
routing tasks associated with the operations of the Gallery and School.

Continually on the rise, total Membership in the Association of 
The Corcoran Gallery was 4189 on March 31, 1965, as compared with 

4075 on December 30, 1964, which represents an increase of 114. 
This is also an increase of 676 over the same period in 1964 when 
the total was 3513. 


Total Membership income in the first quarter of 1965 was $14,870.96 
as compared with $11,974.00. This is an increase of $2,896.96,

The a I most 100 % increase in gross income at the Sales Desk can 
be attributed to a corresponding increase in attendance. During 
the period, at least three exhibitions of more than the usual in¬ 
terest took place. 


Post cards, outside publications and Gallery reproductions again 
showed the most significant gains when compared with receipts in 
1964.

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3. SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 


In the Washington Artists Series an additional sale in the amount 
of $750.00 was made after the termination of the William WaI ton 
exhibition which closed on January 10th. 

In the Doug las Teller exhibition, eight prints were sold for a 
gross of $370.00. 

There were no sales from the GiI Cuatrecasas exhibition. 

9 sales for a total of $ 18,075.00 were the result of the first 
month of the 29th Biennial of Contemporary American Painting. 
However, 5 of them in the amount of $12,000 were purchased for 
The Corcoran Gallery's permanent collection and the Gallery's 
10 % commission was absorbed by the 10% museum discount given by 
the dealers in such cases. The four outside sales produced $607.^30 
in commissions, 

4. PUBLICITY 


Art in America in its January issue carried an extensive, illus¬ 
trated article on the exhibition Contemporary Japanese Painting. 

Much coverage was given by the local press to the opening activi¬ 
ties for ART:U SA. Reviews and additional publicity about this 
exhibition appeared in all Washington papers throughout its record- 
breaking 17 days' run at The Corcoran. 

The same - but in this case also on a national level - happened 
with the 29th Biennial Exhibition of American Painting. Both the 
New York Times and the New York Herald Tribune carried reviews 
and long summations of the exhibition the day of the opening and in 
the following Sunday editions, as did the local press and several 
of the television channels. The March 13th issue of The Montreal 
Star also featured a lengthy illustrated review. 

Of course, the regrettable case of vandalism to 9 of the Biennial 
paintings and the Gallery's own Bierstadt's The Last of the Buffalo 
caused great concern in the press and was also covered by alI radio 
and television news casts in this area. Furthermore, The New York 
Times and newspapers coast-to-coast continued their stories through¬ 
out the investigation of the circumstances. The March 31st issue 
of the Evening Star had an editorial on the case.

An unprecedented coverage was also given in the local press to the 
exhibition of Paintings and Sculpture From The Collection of Mr. 
and Mrs. David Lloyd Kreeger , which attracted an unusually large 
attendance during the 5 weeks it was at The Gallery.

Minutes of the previous meeting were approved as circulated. 

Treasurer’s Report : Mrs. Faulkner reported a balance of $45,493*2? in our 
accounts. Of this, $12,000 is committed to the Education Department. 

By-Laws : Mrs. Lippitt presented the By-Laws changes as circulated prior to the 
meeting, and it was on motion approved to become active immediately. Therefore, 
in accordance with the new By-Laws change, the vote on the new officers will be 
delayed until the April meeting with their installation to be at the May meeting 

Membership : Mrs. Morris presented the name of Mrs. Alice Graeme Korff for 
membership in the Women's Committee and her election was unanimous. 

Dance : Mrs. Glenn, having heard various comments, reopened the question of 
whether a hot or cold supper should be served at the dance. After some 
discussion, Mrs. Lippitt’s motion that the cold supper be tried this year was 
seconded, and the motion carried.

February 23, 1965 


The meeting was called to order by the Chairman, Mrs. Denby, at 10:30 A.M. 

Present were Mesdames Carey, Dominick, Dudley, Faulkner, Flemming, Glenn, Hunnicutt 
Karrick, Lippett, Macondray, Moorman, Morris, Nelson, Osgood, Phillips, Powell, 

F isenberger, Slidell, Stifel, Virgin, Wilson and Winslow. 

Director’s Report : Mr. Williams noted several staff changes, and also the addition 
of an Administrative Assistant, Mr. Jeffry Borwick. Greatest news was his announce 
ment that a curator has been found to head the new Education Department. He is 
Mr. Roger L. Selby, whose educational background includes an A.B. in History of 
Art at the University of Maryland and two years at Claremont Graduate School in 
California. In 1961-62 he was on the staff of the National Gallery of Art in the 
Education Department. He comes to us the middle of June from the University of 
Indiana where he has had a teaching assignment and has been working towards his 
Doctorate. Mr. Williams feels confident he will be ideal for the job, and now 
a part-time secretary is being sought to assist him. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were approved as circulated. 

Treasurer's Report : Mrs. Faulkner reported the following:

Balance $33,368.27 

Following this financial report, Mrs. Denby noted cur strong balance, and offered 
the suggestion that we consider using this money to establish a cafeteria in the 
Gallery. This idea was favorably received and Mrs. Glenn’s motion that the 
Chairman appoint a committee to investigate the situation further was seconded 
and carried. 

Art School Committee : Mr. Russo, at Mrs. Nelson’s request, was present to bring 
a report to our meeting from the Art School faculty. He stated they have approved 
Mrs. Nelson’s proposal that funds remaining in the Art School budget be used for 
scholarships for one adult student of their selection and two deserving Saturday 
morning class students. Secondly, Mr. Russo stated that the faculty have also 
approved Mrs. Nelson’s proposal that an exhibit and sale of adult students’ work 
be held with 25% of profits from sales going into a scholarship fund, and 75% to 
the student artist. 


Much heated discussion followed, the outcome of which was as follows: 








A motion was made by Mrs. Morris that the $720.00 specified by Mrs. Nelson be 
taken from the remaining funds in the Art School budget to establish the three 
scholarships approved by the faculty. This vote was seconded and carried. 

It was further clarified by the Chairman that of this $720 - $50 is for the 
Annual Childrens Party at the Art School, and $100 is to assist the school 
faculty in the expense of putting on the student show. 

It was generally felt by the majority of the Women’s Committee that although they 
were willing to give financial assistance to the faculty in putting on the show, 
they did not wish the name of the Women’s Committee to be connected with the 
Art Show and sale of students’ work. 

Membership Committee : The Chairman announced with much regret the resignations 
of Mrs. Wiley T. Buchanan and Mrs. Robert Van Roijen. In Mrs. Jarman's absence 
Mrs. Karrick read their letters of resignations and stated that it has been 
unanimously approved by the Nonimating Committee that they be invited to become 
Associate Members. Mrs. Karrick then announced that Mrs. Graeme Korff has been 
proposed for membership in the Women's Committee by Mrs. Walsh and Mrs. Russell 
and their letters of recommendation were read. 

Ball Committee : Mrs. Glenn, reporting on the Spring Dance, announced that her 
efficient committee is working under the following Sub-Chairmen:

Mrs. Amram - Publicity 

By-Laws : The Chairman presented the suggestion that the Annual Meeting be moved 
up to March to coincidewith the Election of Officers and that the new officers 
take office in April thereby enabling the incoming Chairman to set up her 
Committees well ahead of the summer. Mrs. Denby called upon Mrs. Lippitt, By-Laws 
Chairman, to review the By-Laws with her Committee, and by common consent it was 
agreed that she should prepare an amendment for circulation before the next meeting.

Jarman suggested that Mr. Williams be asked to advise us when a sponsored 
exhibition is to take place at the Gallery so that we could hold our ball at 
this time thus saving a great deal of cost to us as the expenses incurred 
would be underwritten by the sponsor of the show. 

Mrs. Osgood stated that since the net total of $12,253.89 from last year’s 
ball had never been reported to the Committee, she wished to do so now. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned.

COMMITTEE ON WORKS OF ART AND THE ART SCHOOL 


The meeting of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art 
School was held in the Gallery at 2:30 o’clock. The meeting was 
called to order by Mr. Finley, the other members present being 
Messrs. Hamilton, Glover and Wilson. The Director, Assistant 
Director, Mr. Alexander Russo, the Chairman of the Faculty, and 
the Assistant Treasurer were also present. 

The matter of Faculty salary stabilization was considered 
first. Mr. Russo explained his proposal to establish a faculty 
salary rating system. A general discussion followed with acceptance 
of the rating system. 

The subject of Corcoran faculty members teaching elsewhere 
was raised by Mr. Williams with specific reference to Mr. Chieffo, 
who is presently teaching 12 hours at Maryland University in addition 
to 18 hours at the Corcoran School. It was generally agreed that 
this matter be discussed by faculty and a report with recommendations 
be submitted to the Committee before the middle of April. 


The next topic brought up was that of raising the tuition 
for the day and evening adult classes. Mr. Russo made his report 
and suggested graduated increases. It was agreed by all members 
that there should be a general increase for all classes, and the 
following recommendation by Mr. Hamilton was accepted unless after 
further study by a committee consisting of Messrs. Williams, Parulski 
and Russo, it was considered necessary to resubmit a revised schedule 
for approval:

Your Committee considered the acquisition of Charles Bird 
King’s painting, The Itinerant Artist , offered at $22,000 by Hirschl 
& Adler. It was decided not to actively pursue the acquisition. 

The Director reported that he had selected a small painting 
on plexiglass by Charles Sheeler during a recent visit to the Down¬ 
town Gallery and asked that it be sent to the Gallery for considera¬ 
tion as a possible purchase at the price of $3000. As the picture 
had not arrived at the time of the meeting, the Director was auth¬ 
orized to complete the purchase if a majority of the members of the 
Committee individually approved the picture. The purchase would be 
made from the W.A. Clark Fund. 

The Director reported on the purchases which the Friends of 
the Corcoran plan to make from the Biennial. He stated the following 
six paintings were being voted on by the membership of the Friends 
and by its Acquisitions Committee.

Your Committee then considered the acquisition of the Third 
Prize winner in the Biennial, Legato in Red , by Gene Davis. The 
Director stated that the painting was listed by the dealer at $2,000, 
but that Mr. Davis, in view of the fact that he had received a prize 
and was anxious to be represented in the collection, had made us a 
special price of $500, and further had agreed to the Gallery’s sug¬ 
gestion that Legato in Red be exchanged for a painting of a smaller 
size, more suitable for the Gallery's needs. Your Committee approved 
the above arrangement, and authorized the acquisition from the W.A. 
Clark Fund. 

Your Committee approved the acquisition of the drawing, 
Assassin, by Robert Osborn, offered as a gift by the Women's Com¬ 
mittee. 


Your Committee approved two additional exhibitions for the 
Washington Artist series, namely by Alfred McAdams and Pedro A. 
Sanjuan. 


The Director reported that he had delivered to Mrs. Halpert 
in person a newly made floor plan of the space allocated for the 
Gallery of Twentieth Century American Art, showing the original con¬ 
struction and giving the ceiling heights for each of the galleries 
involved. Mrs. Halpert stated that she was pleased with the draw¬ 
ings and that she would proceed to study them.
